The Capitol Question. 


We understand that, at a meeting of the 
Joint Committees of the Legislature and the 
City Council, held last evening, plans were 
submitted by the Council for the tempora- 
ry accommodation of the Legislature, Ex- 
ecutive and officers of the State, which 
were entirely satisfactory to the Commit- 
tee; and that sub-committees from tlie 
City Council and the General Assembly 
were arranged to consider the necessities 
of the State for the next ten. years—the 
term during which the city is bound to 
provide buildings. This is a step in the 
right direction. A small number of gen- 
tlemen always succeed better, in arranging 
matters of business, than a large body, and 
we are confident that this movement will 
result in some plan satisfactory to all par- 
ties, and creditable alike to State and City. 

We hope that this Committee, will make 
arrangements to obtain the Opera Build- 
ing for the purposes named abbve. It is 
the only edifice ia Atlanta at all adapted 
to such a use—if any other building al- 
ready constructed er in process of con- 
struction be taken, then the various officers 
of the State must, of necessity, be widely 
scattered and poorly accommodated ; while 
if this be used, all will be finely accommo- 
dated in a central and convenient loca- 
tion. 

Asa matter of financial policy, our City 
Fathers did well to pay the price agreed 
upon for bringing the State Capital here 
The taxable property of the City was, in 
January last, about nine millions of dol- 
lars, and the increase resulting from the 
bringing of the Capital here has been fully 
one-third of that amount already. 

A tax of less than one per cent, on that 
increase would fully meet ali the expenses 
incident to the use of the Opera Building; 
and when we add to this increase of three 
inillions, the constant appreciation ef all 
classes of property sure to come, and the 
large sums of money necessarily spent 
here by the different departments of the 
State Government and visitors to the capi- 
tal, we all can see at once the wisdom of 
the price paid for the removal of the center 
of Government to our city. Wetrust, too, 
that the Legislature will co-operate in the 
movement to secure that edifice for State 
purposes. It is true, that Atlanta is bound 
to pay the bill for ten years, and that, at 
some time in the future, we-hope to see a 
fine State House built. But the impover- 
ished condition of the people will put it 
out of the question to undertake the con- 
struction of anything like a suitable build- 
ing for more than ten years to come: No 
cheap, second-rate edifice will do. When 
we build, the Empire State of the South 
must construct a capitol which will, in its 
self, proclaim her right to the title we 
claim for her; and it certainly will be far 
better for us to allow our State authorities 
to occupy hired buildings fortwenty years, 
and then to step into those of our own 
which shall be a credit to us, especially 
when such spacious and elegant ones can 
be hired, than to put up any cheap, shabby 
building, to be a reproach and a shame. 

It is certainly better policy to pay legal 
interest on one or two hundred thousand 
dollars for twenty years, as rent of the 
Opera House, than to pay interest of two 
or three millions for the same length of 
time, for money borrowed with which to

Col. Cowart, of Atlanta, Speaks—Great Fnthu- 
siagsm among the Troupers—Col. C. Addresses 
the Colored People by Special Invitation—

We reached LaGrange at 11.36 A. M., on the 4th 
inst., and proceeded at once to the Court House | 
which we found filled with people who had come | 
from far and near to attest their abiding faith ip 
Democracy.

MONTGOMERY, ALA., July 21, 1868. 

Hon. JAMES F. ALEXANDER, Chairman Demo- 
cratic Committee, Atlanta, Ga, Dear Sir: Your 
letter of the 15th inst. was receive’ by me severa) 
days since, and I have delayed my answer, hoping 
that Ishould be able to accept your invitation t 
be present and address the people of Georgia or 
the 23d inst. in mass meeting.

for wheat, and corn is in a much better con- 
dition than usual, Much of the hay crop 
has been cut. Oats will be ripe by the 
time wheat is gathered, and barley is al- 
ready waiting for the scythe. In Northern 
Indiana the wheat crop is excellent, and the 
prospects for corn are good. In Indianapo- 
lis, new red wheat is selling at $1 60 per 
bushel, and white at $1 75, with fair re- 
ceipts. 

The Michigan harvest is in active pro- 
gress, and the papers throughout the State 
estimate the average yield per acre much 
higher than usual. The Saginaw Enter- 
prise says: 

Farmers are hard at work harvesting 
their magnificent wheat crop. Michigan 
never sowed more acreage and tho crop 
never proved better. We have visited a 
large portion of Oakland, Genesee, Tus- 
colg and Saginaw counties, and believe the 
wheat crop to be beyond the most sanguine 
expectations of the farmers. The insect has 
scarcely made its appearance, though we 
have learned of a few fields in the State be- 
ing visited bythe «midge. 

T'he corn crop looks decidedly promising, 
and during the past few days it has grown 
won Rain at this time: is’ much 
needed, although the crop as yet is not ab- 
solutely endangered, In Genesee county | 
and in other parts of the State where hops 
have been cultivated, the crop looks well 
and promises better than on previous years, 
and the insect has not. made its appearance. 
Farmers are.inelined to think that this crop 
is uncertain until it is sacked and at the de-
